Although the present minister of ag- 


riculture in the Dominion cabinet .is" 
strenuously opposed to the exploitation 
of government .plans and projects hi 
the preys and particularly in the news- . 
papers of the United States, I have 
learned that a concerted effort is to be 
made to Induce Uucr immigration to 
Canada at the close of the war, writes 
the Buffalo correspondent of the New 
York Commercial Advertiser, An olli- 
cial who is high in the department of 
agriculture assured me. on u recent vis- 
It to the Canadian capital that the mat- 
ter lias been the subject of considera- 
ble correspondence between the Cana- 
dian government <md the British colo- 
nial otlice and that these will work in 
concert when the time arrives to dis- 
perse the camps at St. Helena uud Ber- 
muda and begin the work of restora- 
tion. 


"A near relative of mine," said this 


official, "who was one of the lirst Brit- 
ish soldiers to fall into the hands of 
the Boers tit Spion Kop, had long and 
frequent conversations with his cap- 
tors, nil of \\hom expressed taeir de- 
termination to emigrate from South 
Africa unless the war terminated In an 
unconditional surrender by the Britisli 
of the country to the Boers. His letters 
to me are in the hands of the Canadian 
Immigration ofllcluls and undoubtedly 
h:id much to do with the project, now 
well advanced, to attract the sturdy 
burghers to this country (Canada i. 
Here is ft copy of one of the letters In 
question:

KUBELIK'S GENIUS. 


Young- VIolInlHl'n Power Summed t'j> 


by a. Municul Critic. 


II. K. Krehblel, the musical critic of 


the New York Tribune, In an article on 
Kubelik in the March Century thus 
sums up the power of the youug Bohe- 
mian violinist: 


The case with -which he conquers the 


most appalling difficulties is bewilder- 
ing and Imbues his music with a fine 
sense of repose which, however, de- 
parts more aud more us the music jhp- 
proaches the simple, soulful song style. 
When brotul, cantablle moments are 
reached, the immature oriental Kcntl- 
uieutallst comes to the fore. He is 
young and living in the excitement of 
a phenomenal success. His violinistic 
legerdemain has turned the heads of 
thousands, and lie takes somewhat too 
great delight in the mere vanquishing 
of dilliculties. But the attributes of 
greatness are always evident in his 
playing even when the music is paltry. 


He is imperturbable iu his mainte- 


nance of tempi and his command of 
rhythms. Ills double stopping is 1m-' 
peccable. No player of recent years 
has approached his mastery of harmon- 
ics. The accord between his bow arm 
and left hand Is automatically perfect 
and his tone n miracle In its fullness 
and sonority, also in its purity and sen- 
suous loveliness \vhen unforced. 
In 


short, he IB a wonderful youth, a re- 
incarnation of 1'aglnini ruthe-r than 
any master of the last half century, 
nnd if lie shall turn out to be the great- 
est violinist of the next half century 
his severest critics today will not be 
surpribod.

"In this frame of mind the burgher 


would not be available as an addition 
to the rapidly Increasing cosmopolitan- 
ism of the Canadian population. 
But 


he w i l l calm down as soon as active 
lighting has ceased and turn his atten- 
tion to the task of building up a new 
homestead. 
If the proposed plan of 


Brit'hh assistance is accepted, the de- 
partment is of the opinion that the 
Boer fanner would be as ready to 
avail himself of It In Canada as iu 
South Africa. 
Acting on this hypothe- 


sis an 
extraordinary 
effort will be 


made to Induce him to lake up hind In 
the Canadian northwest. A considera- 
ble elilux of Boers from South Africa 
would reduce tho disaffected popula- 
tion there and transplant the lighting 
burghers to u land where they would 
soon learn the nrt.s of peace. This ex- 
plains the readiness of the British 
colonial office to act In concert with 
Canada iu this nvist extraordinary col- 
onization scheme.

\VHlluni CoiioernluK Our Future. 
A man of Emperor William's political 


vicxvs. believing in a government by 
divine right, lu a strong government 
lased on the army and on the inherited 
jrerogatlve of the pruileged castes to 
•tile, cannot .sincerely like a govern- 
nent which Is of the people, by the 
)cople and for the people. The kaiser 
tnd the uppor ruling classes in Ger- 
many look upon the United States as 
Ittle better than a ''mob government." 
I collected during my stay in Berlin 


i few authentic utterances made by 
the kaiser about this country, writes 
Wolf von Schicrbrand in The World's

A SPEAKING LAMP. 


Novel Invention Wlilcli Reproduce* 


Sound Milo» Away. 


The "speaking lamp" is the latest 


novelty whicU^Uias made its appear- 
ance In Paris, says the London Ex- 
press correspondent. It Is the inven- 
tion of a (.German professor. Improved 
in id perfected by M. t'harles Heller, nu 
electrical engineer residing in France. 


The apparatus consists of an ordina- 


ry arc lamp, minus the globe. This 
lump in placed on a table and is con- 
ncded on the one hand with a micro- 
phone, which can be placed at any dis- 
tance, even miles away. On the cur- 
rent being passed aud the lamp alight 
anybody singing or speaking in front 
or over the microphone board is imme- 
diately heard by everybody la the 
room where the lamp Is placed. The 
arc lamp reproduces every sound with 
startling clearness. It is necessary, 
however, for people looking at the 
lump to wear smoked glasses, owing to 
Us intensity. 


The invention Is decidedly ingenious, 


but at present it is difficult to see what 
useful purpose it can serve, except as 
u substitute for the theatropbone, over 
which it possesses the advantage of al- 
lowing u hundred or more persons to 
listen to a concert miles away Instead 
of only two, as Is the case with the 
theatrophono. The Inventor, however, 
Is of opinion that at a later period, 
when more thoroughly developed, the 
speaking light may have great scien- 
tific possibilities before It

A strange old world privilege, dating

Prince Henry accepted President 


Roosevelt's second Invitation to take a 
horseback ride the other afternoon 
when the prince, accompanied by hla 
suit, made his farewell call at the 
White House, says a Washington dis- 
patch to the New York Tribune. 
An 


appointment for the ride was made the 
day before, but it was canceled the 
next day on account ot the rainstorm. 
At 3:^5 p. m., when the president re- 
newed his invitation, Prince Henry ac- 
cepted. With" extraordinary huste he 
went to the German embassy to change 
his admiral's uniform for civilian 
clothes and tan riding boots. Hurry or- 
ders were given to the grooms at t!*e 
White House stable to get ready two 
horses, one for the president aud one 
to be led immediately "to the embassy, 
in Massachusetts avenue, for Prince 
Henry. 


Jubt after 4 o'clock President Eoose- 


vclt arrived at the embassy on horse- 
back to meet the prince. Black clouds 
hung overhead, and the downpour of 
rain bus seldom been more intense. 
Amid the cheers of a small crowd 
which had gathered in front of the em- 
bassy despite the storm the president 
and Prince Henry started. In a little 
o\or an hour they covered fifteen miltis. 
The going was of the heaviest sort. 
Side by side they urged their steeds 
ahead, dashing up and down hills, rac- 
ing on level roads, fording swollen 
streams and plunging into thick woods 
where no other riders than the presi- 
dent and his orderly bad been to estab- 
lish a bridle path. 


The course was selected by the presi- 


dent. Prom the embassy they went out 
Fifteenth street three squares to Q 
street, where they cut through to Six- 
teenth street, which Is one of the fash- 
ionable residence streets of Washing- 
ton. In this they rode until they left 
the concrete pavement. No sooner had 
tiieir horses trod on the earth roads 
than Ihc president led off in a gallop. 
Through six inches of mud down the 
steep hill on the L'lercc's mill road they 
went. Ueachlng the bottom of the hill, 
they walked their horses for a few 
yards and forded llock creek, whose 
waters were (lowing Into the Potomac 
river with extraordinary force. Cross- 
ing i he creek with a jump, the presl- 
doi-t and the prince dashed up a high 
hill, passing by lilagden's private deer 
rcson e, and on they rode at full speed 
until they reached Rrlghtwood, one of 
Washington's northern suburbs, sever- 
al miles from the city. At this point 
the rain held up for two or three uiln- 
uies. The sky in the west had cleared, 
ar.d tho prince remarked enthusiastic- 
ally that the landscape before him waa 
a very beautiful one. 


The atmospheric conditions changed 


in a minute, and with thunder mid 
lightning came a terrlllc downpour of 
rain, which seemed to increase as the 
horsemen sped on their way. 
As the 


echoing thunder rolls died away the 
president, having just crossed a rustic 
bridge, spurred his horse, turned him 
suddenly and dashed up a steep hill at 
full speed, the prince immediately fol- 
lowing. To this point they had been 
on the military road, but thence on 
they went over hills and across creeks 
and ditches for several miles to the, 
Woodley Lane roacT. Here they jump- 
ed a low fence and for fifteen minutes 
plunged through more woods until they 
reached one of the most beautiful drive- 
ways in the National Zoological park. 
The elevation, of this roadway is about 
400 feet, and there is a fine view to be 
had' overlooking the creek for nearly a 
mile. 
Along this roadway the presi- 


dent and the prince galloped, the rain 
still pouring down in torrents. 
A. few 


minutes more and they reached the 
north end of the Connecticut avenue 
bridge, where they halted for si second 
while the president pointed to & tum- 
bledown shack on a hill which -was for 
many *j-ears known in Washington na 
"the haunted house." Over the bridge 
they were again near the concreted 
streets, and as soon as the bonses left 
the soft roads President Iloosevelt 
stretched out his hand and congratu- 
lated Prince Henry. 


Entering Massachusetts avenue, they 


walked their horses for seven or-eight 
blocks,to the German embassy. With- 
out dismounting, the president and the 
prince doffed their felt • hats, shook 
hands and bade each other farewell. 
U was a memorable ride and'tbotatlgh- 
ly enjoyable to both the prince and the 
president. For the greater part of the 
ride President Roosevelt talked to the 
prince about the army and how caval- 
rymen rode. It was only occasionally 
that Prince Henry had a chance to 
talk, but be was constantly nodding 
his head in assent to what the presi- 
dent said.

They confess that they are 
at sea as to the particular route that 
should be chosen, but are almost iiLa Jii- 
nious In the opinion that it would be to 
the interest of the United States to ac- 
cept the offer of the Panama com- 
pany, provided a perfect title can be 
transferred. 


If this cannot be done, then the sena- 


tors as a rule favor the aloption of tlie 
Spooner amendment to the bill passed 
by the house and known as the Hepburn 
bill, which he offered in tlie senate on 
Jan. US. This amendment provides for 
the acceptance of the canal company's 
offer, "provided a satisfactory title to 
f,aid property can be obtained," and the 
construction of the canal by the Pan- 
ama route at a cost not to exceed S133,- 
000.000. otherwise the president shall 
be authorized to direct the secretary of 
war to construct a canal by tlie Nic- 
aragua n route at an expenditure not to 
exceed .?1SO,000.000. 


This proposition of Senator Spooner 


is the one that nil of the senators, except 
those who are irrevocably committed 
to the -\icaragua route, are expected to 
ad\ ocate and vote for, and is, therefore, 
one most likely to be passed.

their broods, for during the summer 
and early fall the club receives many 
encouraging reports from the resident 
farmers as to their progress.
